SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area;

2.  Water  Supply; 

A  total  of  5,677  houses  with  a  population  of  17*499  is  supplied  from 
the  public  mains.  Mains  water  from  the  Cheltenham,  Worcester  and 
Coventry  Corporations  augment  the  local  main  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  provided  and  maintained  throughout 
the  District  as  follows  : 

Bishampton.  Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank;  settled 

effluent  passing  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank  before 
discharged  to  stream. 

Bredon.  Village  sewered  on  ’combined'  system.  Sewage  receives 

primary  settlement  and  effluent  is  then  discharged  by 
feed  channels  for  land  treatment. 
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Broughton  Hackett.  Small  gravity  works,  with  settlement  tank,  filter  and 

humus  tank. 


Cropthome,  Crude  sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank; 

settled  effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  and 
humus  tank  before  being  discharged  to  river. 


Defford.  Gravity  works  with  settlement  and  filtration. 

Drakes  Br Plight on.  Settled  effluent  pumped  for  filtration,  followed  by 

settlement  of  humus. 


Eckington.  Partially  separate  system.  Sewage  pumped  to  horizontal- 

flow  sedimentation  tanks,  settled  effluent  gravitating  to 
percolating  filters,  followed  by  settlement  of  humus. 

Kington.  Settled  effluent  pumped  to  percolating  filter,  followed  by 

humus  settlement. 


Tnttle  Comberton.  Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank,  settled 

effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank. 

Littleworth,  Small  treatment  plant  with  crude  sewage  pumped  to  sedim¬ 

entation  tank,  followed  by  filtration  and  settlement  of 
humus. 


Lower  Moor.  Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank,  settled 

effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank. 

Sneachill .  Small  gravity  works,  with  settlement  tank,  filter  and 

humus  tank. 


TJpton  Snodsbury.  Settled  effluent  pumped  to  percolating  filter,  followed 

by  settlement  of  humus. 

Whittington.  Gravity  works  with  storm  overflow,  settling  tank  and  filter 

Pershore  and  District  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  main  sewage  disposal  works,  pumping  stations  and 
sewers,  were  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  work  is  proceeding 
on  the  house  connections. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Refuse  Collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout 
the  District  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department. 
Fortnightly  collections  were  given  throughout  the  country  districts  and 
weekly  collections  in  the  Town  of  Pershore  and  at  Strensham  Service  Area. 
Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  contract  for  refuse  collection  was  also  continued 
with  the  R.R.E.,  Pershore. 

Paper  continued  to  be  salvaged  during  the  year,  the 
revenue  amounting  to  £371*0«0d.,  compared  with  £502.0.0d.  during  1962. 

Scrap  metal  and  other  materials  were  also  recovered.
